COMES Now the Patent Office and states at least a reason for tine Allowance of 
this Application; to wit: that the Prior Art neither anticipates nor in any reasonable 
combination, suggests either the method or apparatus for mounting while heating 
electronic components onto an adhesive layer on a substrate where there exists 
a component feeder for feeding a plurality of holding tools for feeding 
components a substrate retainer, a mounting head with a plurality of holding 
tools for individually holding the components, and electronic component heating 
devices for heating the plurality of components held by the holding tools, a
